into Atlantic ports, gnd mail order 
houses, in a price cutting frenzy, 
are fairly swamping the 
govern­ 
ment parcel post. 
The police say ‘“ gun toting” was 
never so prevalent 
in 
America, 
even in Indian fighting and 
cow- 
punching days, w’lwle crime is run­ 
ning at an appalling rate. 
Nine 
out of every ten crimes of violence 
are perpetrated with a revolver or 
pistol and the criminologists 
de­ 
clare nothing short of federal ac­ 
tion can accomplish real relief. The 
states have made an awful mess of 
it.

Ma ny Ma ll Orde r We a pons . 
In 
Chicago, three-fifths of the 
pistols and revolvers confiscated 
by the police are mail order weap­ 
ons. 
In New York it runs even 
higher. 
And the imported weapon 
seems to be registering the great­ 
est grow’th among “ gun 
toters." 
The quality has fallen off 
until 
many of the best known foreign 
weapons are regarded unsafe for 
the honest owner, for many have 
caused accidents by bursting. 
Commissioner Enright says it is 
as essential to the public welfare 
to prohibit the entry 
of 
1-hand 
weapons into America as it was 
for congress to restrict immigra­ 
tion. 
Would Stop Importa tions . 
One measure to be introduced in 
congress by Senator Copeland has 
the backing of the international po­ 
lice conference. It aims in the first 
place to stop 1-hand weapons com­ 
ing in from Europe. 
As to stopping or restricting the 
manufacture and sale of 
1-hand 
weapons in the United States, sev­ 
eral proposals are advanced. 
The 
Copeland bill attempts 
to 
stop 
“ gun toting” by a heavy excise 
tax, $100 on every pistol or revol­ 
ver made or sold in the 
United 
States and a tax of $1 on every 
loaded cartridge and fifty cents for 
each unloaded cartridge.

The theory is that 
| this would tax the industry and 
business out of existence. 
For Gov e rnme nt Control. 
Another proposal is for the gov­ 
ernment to take over the manufac­ 
ture and sale of concealable weap­ 
ons, restricting their use to peace 
officers, the army and navy and 
I watchmen. 
New York and Chicago are the 
two great crime centers. 
Both re­ 
quire permits for sales inside the 
city limits.

York 
the

van law by buying weapons in New 
Jersey. 
In Chicago they can buy

loving hand of the dear departed would be reaching out of the 
shadowland into which all now living must soon disappear to be 
laid in benediction upon the heads of those who come after us 
here.

porarily delayed. 
In the m idst of 
the trial the court discovered that 
It had some “inside inform ation” 
regarding the case and 
therefore 
declined to proceed further 
with 
the hearing. 
S o th e status o f the gum tree as 
a desirab le or an undesirab le citi­ 
zen remains for the moment 
un­ 
settled. 
While winning popularity as 
a 
wmdb rake and in that respect b e­ 
ing a friend of the orange tree, the 
gum tree has also won 
unpopu­ 
larity for its enmity to the orange 
tree in other ways. 
Orange Tree Lo ses 
There has. it is said, b een little 
neighb orly spirit b etween the two 
trees and disharmony often ex ists 
where they rub elb ows—for the or­ 
ange tree usually gets rub b ed 
the 
wrong way. The Tantlinger-Pres- 
cott case is cited as an ex ample. 
Tantlinger filed 
suit 
against 
his neighb or, Prescott, for $25,000 
damages and injunctive relief, pro­ 
testing that a gum row on Pres­ 
cott’s land, b ordering the 
south 
line of Tantlinger’s 
grove, 
near 
Tustin, has b een a soiirce of great 
damage to the Tantlinger trees. 
The gum row’s location, Tantlin­ 
ger claims, casts a perpetual shade 
ever several of the 
orange 
tree 
rows, keeping the soil in a moist 
and unhealthy condition. Roots of 
the gum trees, he aiserts, 
reach 
forth into the soil and ab sorb the 
nourishm ent that should feed the 
orange trees. Tantlinger, 
it 
ap­ 
pears. doesn’t like the idea of fer­ 
tilizing his ground for the sake of 
producing b ig, lusty gum trees for 
Prescott., while his 
own 
orange 
trees starve. 
Pro duces Ro o t Bits 
In court yesterday 
Tantlinger 
produced b its of root from 
gum 
trees, which he asserted he dug 
out of his land eighty feet 
from 
the property line. 
Tantlinger de­ 
mands that the gum row b e remov­ 
ed. 
P art of the evidence had 
b een 
sub mitted at the trial 
yesterday 
when Judge Drumm happened 
to 
recognize one of the w itnesses as 
a form er owner of 
the 
Prescott 
property, whom 
Judge 
Drumm, 
then an attorney had once adviBed 
regarding the very gum

in 
question. When he found that the 
case b efore him was the same as
